Unuihoo 
eluinps nre scon at Intervals in the 
rlee innd, Tlioy like the river banks 
anil (lourlHti equally as well In the 
lilghcr ground, and are omploycd tor 
n great variety of piirpcises by the 
Japanese.

Orange, Apple, Walnut, 

chestnut, plum, persimmon, demnon, 
peach, nnd vine, Tbe fruit, however. 
Is usually far below that ol the £u- 
rogiean urchurds, Thu tea plnnt 
grows well and forms one ot the 
eblel exports. 

The domestic animals ot Japan 
comprise the horse, ox, dof; and cat. 
The wild types ot utilrsiil lllo are 
Represented by the hour, deer, ante- 
lope, boar, fox, monkey and badger. 

The ,Tapani;se tIsherleH are Immense- 
ly productive and aflori! occupation 
to the countless vlllngc« along the 
coasts. 

The means of transport have Im- 
proved coimlilernbly durlnje; the past 
low years. In 1880 there were UTO 
miles of rnllway In Japan, nnd nbout 
a thousand inure In eoni,tructlnn. The 
•yetem of roftds, too, Is very lair. 

The nrmy consists ot 78,000 men 
on a peace footing ; incrcaecd to 
216,000 In time ot war ; the navy ot 
bettreou GO and Oo vesriots ol alt 
eortii, mniined by l>,8Sfl otilccrs nnd 
men. 

The population Is oatlinatcd at 30,- 
000,007. Amongst this population 
there Is one Christian worker to 
every 0,000 persons, 

Tlin religious beliefs of the Japan- 
ess peoplo may be divided Into two 
heads, the Hplrlto and the Duddhlst, 

Slilnto niciins literally "the way ot 
the aods," 'i'bougli olteii styled by 
Wrclgii writers a rell«loii, IL really 
Is not one. No coneI*e definition of It 
appears to exist, but the foilowlnK 
are Mine of Its loading points, It 
Wintialiia no moral code, the writer 
Motoorl (a high autliority on this 




subject, born 1780, died 1801) oven 
assorting that In Jajian there viaa no 
necessity for any system of morals, 
as every Japanese acted nrlglit It he 
only consulted bis heart. He also de- 
clared that the whole duty of a good 
Japanese consisted In obeying Im- 
plicitly nnd without question the 
commands ol the mikado. In Shinto 
Japan Is held to bo the country ot 
the gods, and the mikado to be the 
direct descendant and actual repro- 
BGiitatlvo ol the Sun goddess. In It 
there also seems to be mixed up a 
system ot hero worship, many re- 
nowned wn Triors and other person- 
ages ot ancient days being exalted 
Into what we should term deml-gods. 

Modern Progress. 

within the last lew years Japan 
bns made unpurullellcd progress In 
civilization and the adoption ot West- 
ern manners and systems. The feudal 
system under which the country was 
governed by numerous lords has 
bccri abolished, and the mikado Is 
now Absolutely the sovereign ol the 
state. Since the revolution whleh 
nbollshcd ttie feudal systom peculiar 
to the country, slio has shown a most 
remarkable power of adopting West- 
ern knowledge and experience. A 
tvlHc and enlightened ruler Is at the 
head ol tlio nation, and the first na- 
tional parliament, the outcome ot the 
constitution grnnted to tbe people by 
the emperor, promulgated February 
II, 1880, meet Inr tho lirst time 
in the autumn ot ISOO. Tho feu- 
dal lords, who have lost all their 
powers ot government, still retain 
their hlf^h soclnl positions, and a new 
aristocracy, with these as Its basis, 
liHH been formed ; it eonslsta ol live 
grades, corresponding to the Euro- 
I)cnn titles ot duke, marquis, count, 
ictc." 

Tho morals o( tho people are much 
ns iiilgiit bo expected among those 
who hnvo always dwelt under the 
shadow ol heathenism. The people 
seem to be children In matters ot 
moral distinction between right and 
wrGiig, with this differonco, however, 
between them and children— the ab- 
sence, In tho vast ualorlty ot cases, 
ot Innoconcy. A maiden, to deliver 
hor tiither (rom llnanclal ombarrasa- 
iiieiit did, and still does, In the Judg- 
ment ot tho Japanese, a virtuous and 
prnlsoworthy act, by selling heracll 
to a lite ot sin. 

That tho Japanese character Is ca- 
pable ot being elevated to sublime 
heights ol heroism and selt-sacrlllcc 
is evident from the tollowlng thril- 
ling Incident : 

When tbe troops wore pasxliig 
through the city ot Fukut, a soldier 
was taken violently ill. He was 
taken to the nearest hospital and 
everything possible done to boSp blm, 
A doctor urged him to tnke oil bis 
sword-belt and let the gun go out 
of Ills hand. The poor man knew 
Lbut death was near, and ho deemed 
It a disgrace to die betoro fighting 
lor Ilia Umpcror and country. Ho 
wouldn't let his gun go, and holding 
It to his breast, la Inn uniform, ho 
calmly met his death.

AU OFFICERS ARE "EXPECTED TO DO THEIR OUIY." 

We confidciMy expect every officer will do his or her best to 
promote tlie interests of the Scheme. JVb more worthy object could 
be appealed for. I regret to Imve to say that a few cases have 
come to our notice, where officers liave shown a careless indiffer- 
ence towards the Scheme, In some cases the Provincial Agent 
lias not received tlie hearty welcome and privileges due his posi- 
tion. In others, offmers liave hesitated to give one of their best 
people for a Local Agent, and seem to have Itad some suspicion 
tliat the Scheme was Uhely to prove injurious to the financial 
interests of the corps, and for tliat reason, liave regarded the Pro- 
vincial Agent as a kind of intruder. I am lilad to say, liowever, 
that this lias only Imppened in a few cases, and we quite expect 
that, as tlie object of tlie Scheme becomes more understood, that it 
will be taken up with enthusiasm/ by every officer, soldier, and 
friend. 

Jfow, dear Comrades, I am relying upon you doing your 
best in this matter, and am sure that in the smallest effort made 
to help this department of our work, you will be abundantly 
blessed.
